‘‘^'selves as spectators rather than participants in the 
political arena of Alberta. They view the situation as a 
game, and not a very good game at that. The Aherhart 
government is content ies yet to put up a defensive play- 
holding position, without attempting to add to its score. 
It is the opponents who want to win, and they seem to In 
very disorganized and without combination. There is. no 
team play, and the individual rushes' do not appear to 
penetrate far into enemy territory. They do not seem to 
have a captain, or have they too many captains .’ Instead 
of playing the puck, are they playing the man? Are tin 
players blocking each other and fumbling the play? The 
critical spectator seems to think so. l'oor, though the lead¬ 
ing team may be, there is little so far'to indicate that the 
opponents are effective. At the present stage,.unless they 
tighten up, and put on some combined effort, they might 
as well concede the final issue by default. 

Now the “fans” may he all wrong in their summary, but 
it is surprising how many of them feel that ITemier Aliev- 
hart may win another election, despite all the arguments 
against his admin 'stratum, for the reason that those who 
oppose him, are putting up such’ ineffective attack. These 
opponents all think the province should be saved, but they 
cannot get together to save it. They dwell on the loss of 
provincial prestige and credit in the last few years, but 
black as the picture may be, they are Unwilling or unable 
to compromise for united action. Is it strange that they 
do not carry the desired conviction if they cannot agree on 
minor matters. 

It is not sufficient for the public* tuned to high pressur¬ 
ing, to hear generalizations of an “honest, business admin¬ 
istration.” Sound and sensible though these general terms 
may be, they are not vote-catchers. They are not thrilling. 
They evoke no concrete picture. It is Appreciated that 
these opponents aVe exercising caution, and are determined 
not to fall into the pitfall of rash pre-election promises. 
Rut they could risk more specific statements than they 
have done, in the methods they would take to restore’ered- 
it, safeguard farm people, and curtail expenditure. they 
know the revenue the government enjoys under present 
taxation. How would they distribute that revenue for the 
greatest advancement of the people? 

In the case of the Independent Progressive who spoke 
in this district last week, it was reasonable that much of 
their addresses would be given to explanation of why they 
rebelled against Aberhartianism.
